ed submarine In the daytime, when 
the surface of the water if absorbing 
light, these rays can be caught up and 
reconverted into light under the sea 
to enable the commander of the sub- 
merged submarine to see his way 
fairly well. This means, he claims 
that German submarines can be em- 
ployed for relatively distant expedl- 
tions without detection, as they need 
not show themselves in the daytime, 
and can wait for night before coming 
to the surface to renew their stock

What’s Doing at Fort 
Pitt 


Mr A P. Knight, manager of the 
Fort Pitt Ranch, which is owned by 
Mr. A, Nolan, of Pittsburg, was 
in town on Thursday, and gave an 
interesting account of what is doing 
in that part of the Rosebud district, 
which is the scene of much develop- 
ment at the present time. Fort 
Pitt Ranch in itself represents a lot 
of development work. The farm is 
3300 acres in extent, of which 1ooo 
acres are already broke and ready 
for seeding this spring. Handsome 
and commodious buildings, equipped 
in the most modern style, are being 
erected, and the whole farm is being 
fenced witn 25 miles of woven wire. 
This week Mr Knight bought a 
carload of purebred Holstein cattle 
to be shipped tothe ranch. Among 
other stock there at present are 300 
sucking pigs, so that it will be seen 
that Mr Nolan does not intend to 
depend on grain raising alone. 
There are now employed on the 
farm in readiness for spring work 
about 16 men. Mr Knight has met 
with considerable success in raising 
winter pigs, and has already dis- 
posed of $500 worth 
A townsite has been established 
at Fort Pitt, and a petition is at 
present being circulated to have

Local Farmer Killed 


IN CALGAKY FREIGHT 
YARDS 


A freight accident was responsi- 
ble for the death on Thursday in the 
CPR yards at Calgary of Mr B. L. 
Slade, a farmer who has for some 
time past been located near Cheadle. 
The news of the accident was re- 
ceived in Strathmore district with 
much regret, Mr Slade being well- 
known here, 

It appears that Mr Slade was 
moving to Spokane, and had_pur- 
chased tickets for himselt and wife 
on Thursday's train, He had sup- 
erintended the loading of a box 
car with three teams of horses and 
his effects yesterday afternoon. 
About one o'clock this morning he 
went down to the freight yards at 4th 
Street west in company with his wife 
to look after the moving of the cat 
which was to have been taken to 
the east end yards, telling his wife to 
go back to the depot and wait for 
him there which she did. 

Slade then went to look atter the 
car, and climbed in between two 
cars to open the window in order 
that the horses might get more air. 

Either the train was woving at 
the time or started to move im- 
mediatety after, At any rate it 
seems that Slade slipped down be- 
tween the twocars, and six wheels 
passed over his body before it was 
discovered that something was 
wrong.

THE TARIFF AGITATI 


Calgary Standard Notes American 
Tariff is Much Higher Than 
Canadian 
There are many who are hoping 
that, as our largest export trade is 
with the United States, as a near mar- 
ket, the new president will remove a 
few bricks from the top of their tariff 
wall, to admit our goods on easier 
terms than hitherto. Many are argu- 
ing that in such an event Canada 
should reciprocate by lowering her 
tariff on United States imposts. Ad- 
Vocates of such a policy are doubtless 
maware that the tariff of the United 
tates is much higher than that of 

ada. The average ad valorem rate 
f duty imposed on all dutiable goods 
during the fiscal year 1911 by the 
United States against other countries 
‘was qver 41 per cent., while that im- 
posed by Canada against other coun- 
tries was only 25 1-2 per cent. That 
4s, the average United States rate 
against the world was 15.85 per cent. 
higher than the Canadian. Moreover, 
the average ad valorem rate of duty 
Amposed on Canadian dutiable goods 
ie only 25 per cent. By all means let 
the United States reduce their tariff 
until it reaches the level of the Can- 
fAdian tariff. This will put the two 
tountries on an even trading basis. 
uring the year ended the last of 
March of last year, we imported from 
fhe United States goods valued at 
6356,358,179, and exported to the 
{United States goods valued at $120, 
B34,993. With equal tariffs, the 
balance of the trade will be more in 
bur favor.—Calgary Standard.

The two thousand employes 
‘will require at least four hundred new 
houses in which to reside with their 
families, besides a number of new 
‘stores from whose counters mer- 
chants will sell them the daily neces- 
saries of life. In addition to these 
five big firms from the United States, 
there are a great many smaller ones 
coming from the States to Hamilton, 
and also a large number of purely 
Canadian firms which will begin oper- 
ations in that city duing the year. 


BRITISH WAGES 


More Importation of Manufactured 
Goods Would Lower Canada’s Wages 

The manufacturers of Canada have 
been severely censured for opposing 
any increase in the British preference. 
{ndustrial Canada has been attacked 
by a dozen newspapers for making 
this statement: “We want to see less 
British and foneign manufactures come 
in, and more made in Canada.” Em- 
ployees of industrial concerns, who 
feel disposed to vote for politicians 
who want to lower the duties against 
British goods should study the follow- 


ing Government statistics dealing 
‘with wages. 
Of the eight million adult wage 


workers in England: 

Four per cent. receive less than 
88.65 a week. 

Eight per cent. are paid from $3.65 
to $4.87. 

Twenty per cent. receive from $4.87 


to $6.10. 

Twenty-onejper cent. get from $6.10 
to $7.30. 

Thirteen per cent. get from $9.75 to 
610.96, 


And only six per cent, get more than 
$10.96. per week.

KING OF HELLENES A VICTIM OF 
ASSASSINS BULLET | 


King Geerge of Creece was Shot Down 
on Streets of Saloniki, and Ancient 
Nation is Plunged in Mourn’ng— 
Prince Constantine Wilj Succeed to} 
Throne 
Saloniki.—King George of Greece} 

Was a#snassinaleu Willie walking n| 

the streeis of Saloniki. ‘The assas- 

sin was a Greek of low mentality, wh» 
gave his name as Aleko Scninas 

‘se shot the king through the heart. 
e king was accompaa.ed only by 
+ aide, Lieut.-Col. Francoud!s. The | 

assassin came suddenly at him and 

fired one shot from a seven chamber 
revolver. The tragedy caused = in- 
tense excitement. Schinas was seiz- 
ed immediately and overpowered, The 
wounded king was lified Into a car- 
riage and taken to Papafion Hospi- 


tal. He was still breaching, but 
died within half an hour. 
Prince Nicholas, the king's third 


son, and other officers hurr-ed to the 
vepital. Arriving — first, Prince 
Nicholas summoned the officers ana 

akiog in a voice choked with 805s 
did: 

it is my deep grief to have to an- 
nounce to you the death of our be 
loved king, and invite you to swear 
fidelity to your new sovereign, King 
Constantine, 

Crown Prince Constantine, who suc- 
ceeds King George, is at present at} 
Janina. He is expected to come) 
here with all possible speed. 

‘The assasgin of the king is an evil} 
looking fellow about 40 years of age 
Upon being arrested he refused to ex- 
piain his motive for the crime. He 
declared that his name was Aleko 
Schinas, and, in reply to an officer 
who asked him whether he had no 
pity for his country, answered that he 
Was against governments. 

Schinas maintained a perfectly im 
passive demeanor, which was sugges’- 
ive of his being irresponsible for his 
actions. 

Notwithstanding the rapidity with 
which the king received attention he 
was found to be dead on arrival at 
the hospital. Precautions were at 
once taken throughout the city and 
perfect order is being maintained 

The king fell into the arms of his 
aide when shot. Two soldiers ran 
up on hearing the firing, and helped 
to support him. He was placed ina 
carriage and efforts were made to 
stop the bleeding, but he breathed his 
last on the way to the hospital near- 
by When Prince Nicholas bade the 
officers to swear fealty to Constantine 
they shouted: Long live the King.’ 

Prince Nicholas is the only mem- 
ber of the Royal family in Saloniki. 
Mourning «cublems are displayed ev- 
erywhere. 

The Greek government has issued a 
proclamation announcing that the 
oath of fealty to King Constantine has 
been taken. 

Since his triumphal entry into Sal 
oniki, the king had been accustomed 
to take an afternoon walk to the 
famous White Tower or to the caval 
ry barracks in Lesser Karraburum 
The king's confidence in the people 
was so great that he went about free- 
ly, accompanied only by a single equ- 
erry. The danger of this custom 
was apparent to the members of his 
entourage, who repeatedly, but with 
out avail, requested His Majesty to 
permit the presence of civil guards 

A few days ago four gendarmes 
were ordered to follow the king but 
their presence was considered so ob- 
jectionable by His Majesty that the 
number was reduced to two, These 
followed at some distance, 


Immigration Figures 

Winnipeg.—Although the increase 
in the immigrafion into Canada dur- 
ing February was a little less than in 
the first month of the year, the fig- 
ures show an increase of 11 per cent. 
over the corresponding month in 1912 
In February, 1918, those entering Can- 
ada by way of the ocean ports totalil- 
ed 6,776 as against 5,389, in the cor-| 
responding month last year—in other 
words an increase this year cé@ 26 per 
cent. The total arrivals from the 


United States, on the other hand, 

shows a decrease of 3 per cent. com 

pared with February, 1912. Last 

year the total was 5,752. while last 

month it only reached 5,572.

speakers. In connection with the lat- 
ter phase of the question, it is note- 
worthy that many think the tariff on 
wool, as well as that on woollen goods 
should be adjusted in order that amore 
stable condition of the industry gener- 
obtained. Apparently 
there are few who think the preference 
on Woollen gcods should be increased. 
They believe this would still fur- 
ther limit the production of woollen 
goods in Canada, thus reducing the 
home mark — in Canada for wool. In 
his address at Guelph Mr. H. S. Ar 
kell, B.S.A., Ottawa, said in part: 
“At present in Canada there are 
about 2,36 eep. In the year 1871 
there were 000. What does that 
mean, then It means that there are 
700,000 fewer sheep in Canada to- 
day than ‘liere were forty years ago. 
Not only {ts this the case with the 
Dominion In every single 
eastern Province there are less sheep 
than there used to be long ago. There 
are to-day fewer sheep in the whole 
Dominion of Canada than there were 
In the Provinces of Ontario and Que- 
In the year 
1896 we exported head, and 
since about that year the sheep have 
been falling off in numbers. Two years 
ago we exported sheep to quite an 
extent We are now an importing 
nation, In the year 1910 we imported 
85,000 head, in 1911 we brought in 
68,000 head, and in seven months of 
have imported no 
00 head of sheep. The 
majority of the imported sheep do not 
remain in the east, even at that. Most 
of them go to the western Provinces.

In the ye 1911 about 227,00: sheep 
were handled at the Toronto markets. 
In ten months of the present year 


only about 150,000 have been through 
that market Nor ts this decline in 
sheep trade peculiar to Toronto. For 
exactly the periods the sheep 
handled at the Montreal market num- 
bered 117,000 and 102,000 respectively. 
In ten months of the present year the 
Winnipeg market dealt with 39,000 
head of sheep, and of these not more 
than one thousand were Canadian 
Sheep. All the others were from the 
United States. With the prevailing 
shortage of beef and mutton, the pub- 
Iic has made quite a call for lamb. 
The prices asked by the butchers for 
lamb have consistently stiffened, as 
not only has the demand increased, 
but the supply had fallen behind.” 

“The sheep business is cartainly not 
getting the attention it should,” said 
the veteran John Campbell of Wood- 
ville. “At present butchers’ lambs are 
selling at the highest price on record 
for the time of year, and the chances 
are that they will be extreme before 
spring.” 

“Would you recommend the average 
farmer to raise more sheep?” Mr, 
Campbell was asked. 

“Decidedly. The country is suffer- 
ing a very great loss in that there is 
not a flock o: sheep on every single 
farm. Were I not already engaged in 
raising pure-lred stock, there is no 
line of live stock husbandry to which 
I would piu my faith so firmly as te 
the production of well-finished lambs 
for the marke., using the best possible 
judgment in the selection of dams and 
sires.”

Re Pure Seed 


Calgary, March 1913 

This is the when 
farmers are securing their seed 
supply for the coming spring 

The importance of using secd 
of high vitality and free from 
weed seeds cannot be too strongly 

mphasized. Very often in the 
rast, farmers, through ig orance 
of the quality of the seed they 
were using or for some other 
reason, have sown weed seed. 

During the past few years 
the Dominion Seed Branch has 
been endeavoring to effect im- 
provement in the se d trade by 
educational work with farmers 
and seed dealers supplemented 
by the enforcement of the Seed 
Control Act. This Act defines 
the Commercial grades of seeds. 
All timothy, red clover, alsike 
and alfalfa seed offered for sale 
by either wholesaler or retail 
merchant must be graded and 
marked Extra No, 1, No. 2, or 
No. 3, according to quality. 
Seed that will not grade No. 3 
cannot legally be sold except for 
export or for cleaning. This 
latter clause applies to farmers as 
well as seed dealers. 

Farmers selling seed that is be- 
low No. 3 to their neighbors, for 
seeding or to dealers on the under- 
standing that itis to be retailed 
for seeding without recleaning, 
are liable to prosecution and 
every effort will be made to apply 
the Act to farmers as strictly as 
to sced merchants. 

Pauper packe's of vegetable and 
flower seed must be marked show- 
ing the year in which they were 
filled, and farmers and others 
purchasingsuch seed should see 
that all packets are marked be- 
fore purchasing. 

Seed grain, clover and grass 
seed, as well as root and vegetable 
seeds, whether in sealed packets 
or in bulk, must be capable of 
germinating in the proportion of 
at least two thirds of the legal 
Standard for good seed of the 
kind. Seed that will not germin- 
ate in this proportion must be 
plainly marked showing the actual 
percentage of seeds capable of ger- 
minating. Farmers having, or pur- 
chasing seed, the vitality ot which 
they have reason to suspect, should 
have a yermination test made of a 
sample of it.

Seed grain, flax, white 
grasses and all other forage 
seeds must be tree from 
weed seeds, or be labelled showing 
the names of noxious weed 
present. The above are the outstand- 
ing teatures of the Seed Control Act 
of Canada, and, if persons purchas- 
ing seed insist on the observance of 
the above rules, they will not only 
obtain a seed of superior quality but 
will do much to ward off an intesta- 
tion of their farms by noxious weeds. 
All persons so wishing it may have 
their seeds tested free of cost at the 
Seed Laboratory, Calgary Alta,
